Regulating the mode of procedure in civil cases in the Courts 
of the Territory of Utah. 


Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Utah, That all the Courts of 
this Territory shall have law and equity jurisdiction in 
civil cases, and the mode of procedure shall be uniform 
in said Courts. g 

Sec. 2. Any persons seeking redress, shall make his 
complaint in writing, and under oath, before the Justice 
or Judge of the proper Court. 
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‘Szo. 3. When a complaint is filed, the Court shal] is- Noies of Com- 
sue to the defendant, a notice containing a copy of the com- 
plaint, and the time and place for the investigation thereof. 

Sec. 4. The notice, or any process required before 
trial, may be served by the party, or agent, by reading Service nolan: 
the same to the person to whom dnected, or by leaving “107e pre 
a certified copy thereof at his usual place of abode; and 
certification of the time and manner of such service shall” 
be made to the Court, on or befiere the day of trial, un- 
der oath, and in writing, signed by the party serving.

To the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives, in Con- 
gress Assembled: 7 
Your memorialists, the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 

Territory of Utah, respectfully represent unto your honorable bodies, 

that owing to the wanton departure from their duties of the officers 

originally appointed for th's Territory, it becomes indispensibly ne- 
cessary to insure good order, promoie the peace and happiness of so- 
ciety, and secure the proteztion of public and private rights, for the 

Legislative Assembly to pass an Act requiring the Hon. Z. Bnow to 

attend to all the Judicial business in the three Districts. This law 

was enacted, and will be foundin our Statutes already certified to 
the general government. 

Upon these duties he cheerfully entered; and though he 
by the Act was required to perform the duties. contemplated by Con-

gress, to be performed by, the whole three Judges; yet he, owing to 
the quict and peace vble demeanor or intelligent Constituents, hasbeen 
able to perform them successfully, and we are happy to say to our 
‘entire satisfaction. To perform théesé duties, he has been put to 
great trouble and expense, which under different circumstances he 
would not have incuned. 

‘fo enable your honors to form a correct idea of the additional 
duties performed by him, we call your attention to facts of which 
we think you must have a general if nota minute knowledge. With 
us California prices in relation to every thing necessary for the sup- 
port of a fimuy prevail, and for this reason, bis salary is not suff- 
cient for an honorable support Our most Northerly settlement is 
nearthe Ore von line, and ou most Southerly one is near the rim of the 
Basin, 2 distance between the extremes of about three hundred and 
fifty miles. Along this hne our most hardy and patriotic constitu- 
ents have formed compact settlements, in such locations as in their 
opinion afforded the best means of self protection, and of obtaining 
the necessaries of life i 
~ New one half of this distance 1s over a country inbabited by none 
but Indians; for this reason it is very imprudent to travel alone, and 
even unsafe with aless number than four or six men; andit requires 
an outfit, with teams, provisions &., for camp life With teams, 
outhts, and servants he has traveled three times to the places of 
holding his courts, which to the nearest in the second District is about 
one hundred and forty miles; and to that in the third District, two 
hundred an 1 sixty miles from this city. These things in the opinion 
of your memorialists deserve the most fayorable consideration of 
your honors. 

Your memorialists further suggest, that in their opinion the la- 
borer is worthy of his hire, and that those who refuse to labor ought 
not “to eat the biead, nor wear the gai mentsof the laborer,” and if 
one performs. the labor of three, while the two wantonly refuse to 
discharge their duties, he ought to have the hire of the three, 

Having confidence in your correct sense of justice, and deeming 
it but an act of justice to him, we send you this memorial, praying 
your honors to grant him the pay of the three Judges, or such other 
compensation as in your optnion justice may require.

cific coast as your wisdom may direct: and your mtmorialists res- 
pectfully bee leave to state their sincere conviction, that ne move- 
ment of Congress could be better caleulated to preserve inviolable 
our glorious union, than to bind the East and West by an electric 
stream, whereby intelligence and instantaneous intercourse fiom the 
Eastein to the Western limits of om wide spread country annihilate 
the dist ince, and make the fieeman of Maine and Oregon, Florida 
and Calilorma immediate neighbors. 

The favorable consideration of this important subject at an early 
period by Congiess is respectfully solicited, and your memorialists, 
as in duty bound will ever pray.

Your memoriahsts, the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory ot Utah, respectfully pray your honorable body for the 
construction of a Military Road from some eligible point at or near 
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the mouth of the Platte or Nebracka River, by way of Great Salt 
Lake City, to Sicramento, Californix. Your memorialists respect- 
fully represent that not Jess than six thousand American citizens 
have perished on the routes, between the Missouri River, and the 
Gold Mines, wishin the last four years, in consequence of exposure, 
and toil from crossiny rivers, marshes, mountams, and deserts, Your 
memorivlists know tht this state of things must continue, until the 
streams me bridzed, and the roads made passable by improvement. 
We therevore bey le ive to suggest that some of the Corps of the 
United 8 ates Topographical Engineers be employed to locate said 
road on the hest and most direct route, and that means be provided 
for the immedi ve briding of all the rivers, whose high waters not 
unfrequently sop the Emigrant Companies for months, in the early 
part of the seasov, thereby rendering a sate nosing ovcr the Sierra 
Nevadaextremely doubtfulin the fall, before the pisses of the mount- 
ains are blorkel with snow. We would further surest that as a 
Military work it is in-lixpensable for the transportation of Troops and 
Mumthons of war for the protection of the Emigrants in the Indian 
country, as well as our Western frontier, in ere of war with any 
mar wine power, to say nothing of the inpossiblity of transmitting 
Mails, and expresses, in the seasons cf high water, Therefore j our 
memoriahsts respectfully pray for the appropriation of six hundred 
thousand dollus for the loevtion, working, and bridging said road, 
and your memorial.s's, will ever pray.

Whereas, her location is fir removed from any other inhabited por- 
tion of the sew American Unidn. surrounded by extensive, arid, 
and trackless deserts and mountains, e ype with the snows of a 
thousand winters, intervening between her and the National Crpitol, 
and denying all intercourse therewith, excep’ a few months in the 
summer sercon, together with hordes of native savages on every hand, 
that are continnally annoying the traveler and the Mail; and any 
communication that can be made, is liable to he delayed or destroyed 
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by them at any time, insomuch that the officers of thë general 
Government cannot pass to their Territorial posts without jeopard- 
ising thelt property and lives; and, 

Whereas, on account of a non-intercourse, before suggested, the 
Territory has been hom her oiganization umil the present time with- 
out’a Supreme bench, and from the same or like causes, is likely to 
continue destitute of a full supply ot her National Officers for a long 
time yeb to come, together with the uncertainty of those offices 
being supplied when once filled, on account of death, sickness, casu- 
alities, Indian depredations, absence &e., and the length of time it 
will take Government to renew the appointments; and, 

Whereas, your memorialist in her unparalleled prosperity, has 
more than doabled her permanert mhabitants, since the last census, 
and will probably trebble the whole during the present season; 
leaving her lvtle, if any, behind the younger sisters of the Union 
in point of numbers at the time of their espousals by the Union. 

Therefore to avoid, or m a great measure, cireuniscribe the above 
difficulnes, and to idvance the glorious principles of true Republic- 
anism, or Government by the people, as the surest and most per- 
manent basis of true liberty, your memorialist respectfully sohats 
your honorable body for the passage of an Act authorizing her in- 
habitants to form a Constitution and State Government, preparatory 
to taking her place beside her elder sisters m the gent Federal 
Union, and the carly attention of Congress is earnestly solicited to 
this important subject, for which your memorialist, will ever pray.

Whereas, it was found necessary to repel such depredations by an 
armed terce of regularly organized bodies of citizens at much ct- 
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pense, toil and hardship; sometimes in the depths of winter, and 
sometimes in mid summer, at a time when our crops should be 
gathered by the husbandman, (which in many instances were lost by 
a necessary absence and neglect;) and, 

Whereas, the Adjutant General of this Territory has made a full 
report of the same, together with the necessary expenditures incur- 
red by this infant colony, to the War Department at Washington 
City; 

Your memorialists, therefore, respectfully pray your honorable 
body to call for said report, and to appropriate the amount therein. 
specified, for the payment of those who were engaged in such expe-

W.ereas, the locality of Utah Territory is such, as to render it in- 
a¢ccegsible to the Mail from Missouri during four months in the year, 
and also, fora period of six months in the year, it is inaccessible to 
the Mail from Sacramento and Oregon, by way of Fort Hall, which 
are the only available Mail Routes trom, this Territory to the United. 
States now in use; and, 

Whereas, we are thereby excluded from intercourse with the Uni- 
ted Stites and other nations, during a considerable portion of the 
year, which is very prejudicial to the acquisition of timely intelligence 
from abroad by us as members of the great political compact; and, 

Waereas, natural facilities do exist for establishing a Mail Route 
from Great Sut Like City to Sin Diego, or sonte other cligible po- 
sition on the coast of the Pacific near that place; which 1oute can be 
traversed without any serious obstacles, during every month in the 
year; and ample supplies of the most nutritious grasses are at all 
seasons available for the sustenance of animals; and, 

Whereas, cites and settlements are already formed on this Jatter 
route at the distance of two hundred and seventy-five miles, and 
other set'lements are piospectively in preparation to be formed, still 
further in the same line of communication, to San Bernardino, sixty 
miles North easterly of San Diego; therefore, 

We, your memorialists, do humbly pray Congress to establish a 
Weekly Mail Route from Great Silt Lake City to San Diego, and 
make appropriations suitable to effect the same. To this subject the 
early attention of Congress is most respectfully solicited; and your 
memorialists, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

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“in consequence of the immense emigration annually passing and re 
passing to and from the Pacific. à 

Your memorialists arein the belief that the early erection of a 
good and substantial Prison would not only tend to prevent crime, 
but also to reform the offenders, aid put them ina way of self sup- 

ort. 
j Your memorialists are also aware, (without imposing a tax entirely 
too oppressive for an infant Territory ) the finances of this Territory, 
are entirely insufficient for the erection of such Prison. 

Your memorialists therefore ask your honorable body to appro- 
priate one hundred thousand dollars for the erection of a Territorial 
Prison, and your memorialists, will ever pray. i

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ABSTRACT OF CONVENTION MINUTES. 


On the 15th March 1849, the Convention appointed the following 
persons, a Committee to dratt a Constitution for the State of Deseret, 
viz:

March 18th, 1849; Albert Carrington, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, reported the following Constitution, which was read, and 
unanimously adopted by the Convention. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE OF DESERET. 
PREAMBLE— 

Wurrzas a large number of Citizens of the Unired States, before, 
and since the Treaty of Peace with the Republic of Mexico, emigra- 
ted to, and settled in that portion of the -Territory of the United 
States, lying west of the Rocky Mountains, and in the Great Interior | 
Basin ot Upper Galitornia; and, 

Wuensas, by reason of said treaty, all civil organization, origina- 
ting from the Republic af Mexico became abrogated; and, 

Wuernas. the Congress of the United S:ates has failed to provide 
a form of Civil Government for the Territory so acquired, or any 
portion thereof; and, 

Whenris, C.vil Government and Laws are necessary, for the secu- 
rity. peace and prosperity of Society; and, ` 

Wnersas, it is a fundamental principle in all Republican Govern- 
ments, that all potitical power is inherent in the People; and Gov- 
ernments instituted for their protection, security and benefit, should 
emanate from the same: 

Trererors, your Committee beg leave to recommend the adoption 
of the following CONSTITUTION, until the Congress of the Uni- 
ted States shall otherwise provide for the Government of the Terri- 
tory hereinafter named and described, by admitting us into the Union- 
WE, THE PEOPLE, Gratefal to the Scpreme Barve for the bless- 
ing» hitherto enjoyed, and feeling our dependence on Him for a con- 
tinuation ofthose blessings, DO ORDAIN, AND ESTABLISH A FREE AND IN- 
DEPENDENT Government, by the name of the STATE OF DESE- 
RET; including all the Territory of the United States, within the 
following boundaries, to wit: Commencing at the 33°, North Dati- 
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tude where it crosses the 108°, Longitude, West of Greenwich 
thence running South and West tọ the Northern boundary df 
Mexico; thence West to, and down the Main Channel of the Gila 
River, (or the Northern line of Mexico, ) and on the Northern boun- 
dary of Lower California to the Pacific Ocean, thence along the 
Cost, North Westerly to the 118°, 30' of West Longitude; thence 
North to where said lme intersects the dividing ridge of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains; thence North along the Summit of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains to the dividing range of Mountains, that separ- 
ate the Waters flowing into the Columbia River, from the Waters 
running mto the Great Basin, thence Easterly along the dividing 
rangé ot Mountains that separate said waters flowing into the Co- 
lumbia River on the North, fiom the waters flowing into the Great 
Basin on the South, to the summit of the|Wind River Cham of 
Mountains; thence South East and South by| the dividing range of 
Mountains that separate the waters flowing into the Gulf ot Mexico, 
from the wateis flowing into the Gulf of California, to the place of 
BEGINNING; as set forth in a map drawn by Charles Preuss, and pub- 
pohed by order of the Senate of the United States, in 1948. 


ARTICLE FIRST. 


The powers of Governmentof the State of Deseret, shall be divided 
into three distinct departments; yiz, Legislative, Executive, and Ju- 


diciary. 


ARTICLE SECOND.

Sec. J. The Legislative authority of this State, shall be vested in 
a General Assembly, consisting of a Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives; both to be elected by the people. 
Sen 2. The Session of the General Assembly, shall be annual, 


and the first Session be held onthe first Monday of July next; and 
thereafter, on the first Monday of December, unless the Governor 
of the State shall convene the Assembly, m ihe interim, by Proc- 
lamation. 

Sec 3. The Members of the House of Representatives shall be 
choscn biennially, by the qualified Electors of their respective Dis- 
tricts, on the first Monday in August, whose term of office shall con- 
tinue two years from the day of the General Election. 

Sec. 4. No person shall be a Member of the House of Represen- 
tatives, who has not attained the age of 25 years; the same to, be a 
free, white, male Citizen of the United States, and an inhabitant of 
this State, one year preceding the time of his election, and a resi- 
dent of the District or County 30 days next preceding his elections: 
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and have at his elettion, an actual residence in the Distri 
he may be chosen to represent. 

Sec. 5. Senators shall be chosen for the term of four years, at 
the same time and place of Representatives; they shall be thirty 
Fears of age; and possess the quulifications of Representatives, as to 
residence and Citizenship. 

Sec.6. The number of Senators shall not be less than one third, 
nor more than one half of the Representatives; and, atthe first Ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, after this Constitution takes effect, 
the Senate shall be divided by lot, as equally as may be, into two 
classes; the Seats of the Senators of the first class, shall be vacated 
at‘the expiration of two years, so that one balf of the Senate shall 
be elected biennially. 

Sec. 7. Bach house shall choose its own Officers; and judge of 
the qualification, election, and return of its own Members; and con- 
tested elections shall be determined in such manner as shall hereaf- 
ter be directed by law. 

See. 6. A majority, in each house, shall constitute a quorum to 
do business; but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, 
and compel the attendance of absent Members, in such manner, 
and under such penalty, as each house may provide. 

Sec. 9, Each house shall have all powers necessary for a 
Branch of the General Assembly, ofa free and independent Govern- 
ment, 

Sec. 10. Each Member of the Assembly shall be privileged 
from civil arrest, during any Session, and in going to, and returning 
from the same. z 

Sec. 11. Neither house shall, without the consent of the other, 
adjourn for more than three days; nor to any other place, than that 
in which they may be sitting. 

See. 12, The Assembly shall, at its first Session, provide for an 
enumeration of thewhite Inhabitants, and an apportionment for the 
Senators and Representatives. 

Sec. 13. Evch Member of the Assembly shall take an oath or 
affirmation to support the Constitution of the United States, and of 
this State; and Members shall and are hereby empowered to admin- 
ister zaid oath, or allirmation, to each other, 

Sec, 14. The Veto power of the Governor, shall be allowed by 
the Assembly, except on Bills, which when re-considered, shall be 
again passed by a majority of two thirds of those present; and any 
Pall vetoed by the Governor, shall be returned within ten days, (Sun- 
days excepted, } with his objections; otherwise it shall become a law; 
unless the Assembly, by adjournment, prevent its return. 

Seo. 15. Evory law passed by the Assembly, shall take effect 


from and after due publication by Authority. 
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Seo. 16. The voters of this State, may elect, at the first Election, 
not exceeding 17 Senators, and 35 Representatives,

Sec. 1. The Executive power shall be vested in a Governor, 
who shall hold his office for four years. A Lieutenant Governor 
shall be elected at the same time, and for the same term, who shall 
bo the President of the Senate. i 

Sec. 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of Governor or 
Lieutenant Governor, who has net been a Citizen of the United 
States, and a resident of this State, two years next preceding his 
election, and attained the age of 35 years, at the time of his election. 

See. 3. The Governor shall be Commander in Chief of the Mili- 
tin, Navy, and all the Armies of this State. 

Sec. 4. He shall transact all Executive business with the offi- 
cers of Government; Civil and Military; and may require informa- 
tion in writing from the officers of the Executive Department, upon 
any subject relating to the duties of their respective offices. 

See. 6. Te shall see that the laws are faithfully executed, 

Sec. 6. When any office shall, fiom any cause, become vacant, 
and nu mode is prescribed by the Constitution and Jaws for filling 
such vacancy, the Governor shallhwve power to fill such vacancy, 
by granting a commission, which shall expire, when such vacancy 
shall be filled by due course of law. 

See. 7. He shall also have power, to convene the General As- 
sembly, by Proclamation, when in his opinion the interests of the 
State require it. ` : 

See. D. Ie shall communicate by Message to the General As- 
rembly, at every Session, the condition of the State; and recom- 
mend such matters as he shall deem expedient. 

Sec. 9, In case of disagreement in the General Assembly, with 
regard to the time of adjournment, the Governor shall have power | 
to dissolve the Session by Proclamation. 

Sec. 19. No person shall, while holding any lucrative office un- 
der the United States, or this State, execute the office of Governor, 
except as shall be prescribed by Jaw. 

See, 11. The Governor shali have power to grant reprieves and 
pardons, and commute punishments after conviction; except in cases 
of impeachment. 

Sec. 12. Tho Governor shall receive, for his services, such com- 
pensation as shall hereafter be provided by law. 

Sec, 13, There shall be a Seal of this State, which shall be kept 
hy the Governor, and used by him officially; and shall be called 
Great BEAL or THE STATE OF DESERET, 
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Sec. 14. AN grants and commissions shall be in the name and by 
the authority of the people of the State of Deseret; sealed with the 
Great Sgar of this State, signed by the Gdvernor, and counter- 
signed by the Sceretary of State. 4 ; 

Sec. 15. A Sceretary of State, Treasurer, and Auditor of Pub- 
lic Accounts, shall be elected by the qualified Electors, who shall con- 
tinue in office for the term of four years, 

The Secretary of State shall keep a fair Registry of all the official 
acts of the Governor, and shall when required, lay the same, together 
with all papers, minutes, and vouchers, relative thereto, before either 
branch of the General Assembly, and shall perform such other du- 
ties as shall be assigned him by law. 

Sec. 16. In case of impeachment of the Governor, his removal 
from office, death, resignation, or absence from the State, the powers, 
and duties of the office shall devolve upon the Lieutenant Goverbor, 
until such disability shall cease, or the vacancy be filled. 


ARTICLE FOURTH. ~

Sec. 1. The Judicial power shall be vested in a Supreme Court, 
and such inferior courts, as the General Assembly shall from time 
to time est blish.

Sec. 3. The Judges of the Supreme Court shall be elected by joint 
vote of both houses of the General Assembly, and shall hold their 
Courts at such time and place as the General Assembly shall direct; 
and hold their office for the term of four yems, and until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. The Judges of the Supreme Court, 
shall be Conservators of the Peace throughout the State, and shall 
exercise such other Jurisdictions and appellate powers, as shall be 
prescribed by law.

Sec. 1. The Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of State, 
Treasurer, and Auditor of Accounts, shull be elected by the quali- 
fied electors, as provided for members of the General Assembly, and 
at the time und place appointed for holding the same. ` 
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Sec. 2. The returns of every Election for Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor, Secretary of State, Treasurer and Auditor, shall be seal- 
ed up, and transmitted forthwith to the Seat of Government, directed. 
to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, who shall, during 
the first week of the Session, ope and publish them m the presence 
of both Houses of the General Assembly, and the persons, receiving 
a majority of all the legal votes-cast for their respective offices, shall 
be declared duly electe 1. 

Sec. 3. The Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of State, 
Treasurer, ani Auditor, shall, before entering upon the duties of their 
respective offices, take an oath or affirmation, to support the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and of this State; which oath or 
affirmation, shall be administered by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. 

Sec. 4 The first Election for Members of the General Assembly, 
and other Officers under this Constitution, shall be held on the first 
Monday of May next, at the usual places of holding Public Meetings, 
in the different Districts and Settlements, at which time and place, 
the qualified voters shall vote for, or against the adoption of this 
Constitution, and, if a majority of all the legal votes, shali be in favor 
“of its adoption, the same shall take effect from and after said Elect- 
ion. 

Sec. 5, At the time and place of holding the Elections, the quah- 
fied electors shall organize the polls by appomting two Judges, who 
shall be authorized to quatify each other, aud appoint two suitable 

ersons, a5 Clerks; and said Judges shall, at the close of said Elect- 
ton, seal up the number of votes so cast, and forthwith transmit them 
to the President of this Convention 

Sec. 6. The returns of the first Election, herein provided for, 
shall be made to the Chairman of this Convention; who, together 
with the two Secretaries, shall proceed immediately to open said re- 
turns, and count the votes; upon ascertaining the persons receiving 
2 majority of votes, they shall forthwith notify them of their elect- 
ion, .

If at any time the General Assembly shall deem it nec- 
essary, and for the best interest of the State, that this Constitution 
should be revised, altered, or amended; the Assembly shall cause 
such revisions, alterations, or amendments, to be published, in the 
same manner as shall be provided for the publication ot the Statutes; 
and appoint a day, not less than thirty days thereafter, for the elect- 
ors of the Commonwealth to assemble in their several precincts, and 
vote for, or against said revisions, alterations, or amendments; and 
if a majority of said electors shall vote in favor of said revisions, 
alterations, or amendments, the same shall thereafter become parts, 
and parcels of this Constitution: otherwise this Constitution shall 
remain unaltered. - 


ARTICLE EIGHTH. 
DECLARATION OF RIGHTS. 


Sec. 1. In Republican Governments, all men should be born 
equally free and independent, and possess certain natural, essential, 
and inalienable rights; among which, are those of enjoying and de- 
fending their life and liberty; acquiring, possessing and protecting 
property; and of seeking and obtaining their safety and happiness. 

.2. All political power is inherent in the people; and all free 
rnments are founded in their authority, and instituted for their 
benefit; Therefore, they have an inalienable and indefeazible right to 
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institute Government; and to alter, reform. and totally- change the 
same, when their safety, happiness, and the public good shall re- 
quire it. . 

Sec. 3. All men shall have a natural and inalienable right to 
worship God, according to the dictates of their own consciences; and 
the General Assembly shall make no law respecting an establish- 
ment of Religion, or of prohibiting the free exercise thereof, or dis- 
turb any person in his religious worship or sentiments, provided he 
does not disturb the public peace, nor obstruct others m their re- 
ligious worship: andall persons, demeaning thémselves peaceably, as 
good members of the State, shall be equally under the protection of 
the laws; and ng subordination or preference of any one sect or de- 
nomination to another, shall ever be established by law; nor shall 
any religious test be ever requred for any office of trust under this 

tate. 

Sec. 4. Any citizen of this State, who may hereafter be engaged, 
either directly or mdirectly, in a duel, either as principal, or acces- 
sory before the fact, shall be disqualified from holding any office un- 
der the Constitution, and laws of this State. 

Sec. 5. Every person may speak, write, and publish his sentiments, 
on all subjects, being responsible for the abuse of that right- and no 
law shall be passed to abridge the liberty of speech or of the press- 

Sec. 6. The people shall be secure in their persons, houses, pa- 
pers, and possessions, from unreasonable searches and seizures. 

Sec. 7. The nght of trial by Jury shall remain inviolate; and all 
criminals shall be heard by self, or counsel; at their own election. 

Sec. 8. All penalties and punishments shall be in proportion to 
the offence; and all offences before conviction, shall be bailable; ex- 
cept capital offences, where the proof is evident, or the presumption 
great. 

"Sec. 9. The writ of Habeas Corpus shall not be suspended 

unless in case of rebellion, or invasion, or the public safety shall re- 
uire it. 

: Sec. 10 Treason against this State, shall consist only in levying 

war againstif, or adhering to its enemies, or giving them aid and 

comfort. 

Sec. 11. The General Assembly shall pass no bill of attainder, 
or Ex Post Facto law, or law impairmg the obligation of contracts to 
hinder the execution of justice. 

Sec. 12. The Jaws shall not be suspended, but by the Legislative, 
or Executive authority. 

Sec 13. The right of petition, by the people, shall be preserved 
inviolate. 

Sec. 14. The right of citizens, to keep and bear arms, for com- 
mon defence, shall not be questioned. : i

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Private property skall not be taken fot public use, with-
